But where could we find a 
nicely built home with sufficient 
space 


to comfortably house our- 
selves, two small children, a record 
collection and 800 books, all for 
total payments of $80 a month? 
And, homeowners must add to that 
$80 the extra expenses of main- 


tenance and repairs, heating, taxes, 

insurance, equipment to keep a 

house in proper shape, landscaping 
and time.

our price level were shoddy, too 


*s we have seen in 


small, inadequate for decent living. 
They had no basements, no hall- 
ways, no privacy, tiny bedrooms, 
and drainage, 
and worst of all, they were set in 


poor construction 


the midst of monotonous develop- 
ments miles away from shopping, 
city streets and activities, schools— 
miles away, in fact, from anything 
but more small homes housing 
other harassed couples trying to 
buy a home on the tightest of mar- 
gins. And now that the interest 
rates have risen, bankers are more 
careful than ever of approving 
mortgage loans on lower-priced 
houses, so we are cut right out of 
the market. 

Home is within the walls that 
encompass a family and should not 
be bounded by the picture so many 
young couples seem to have of the 
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six-room ranch set in the center of 
a tidy plot in a tidy community. 
The values | want for my family 
include those that can only be 
learned by living in a community 
where people are not all the same 
—same income bracket. race, re- 
ligion, range of occupation, views. 

By 1958 or 1959 we will be in 
a position to buy a home in the 
$15,000 price range. Maybe | am a 
rank conservative, but as far as I 
am concerned, you can leave out 
most of the luxury features. Each 
time | read of your Electri-Living 
homes | see only mounting electric 
bills. | would be very pleased to 
settle for what is described down 
here as a “town house”—a semi- 
brick 


with basement and its own lawn, 


detached, two-story house 
It is usually located nearer the city 
than the more sprawling houses. 

Until we can buy a home that 
can provide us with what we con- 


sider the amenities of gracious liv- 


ing—and that is not all encom- 
passed by shinier gadgets—without 
requiring both my husband and me 
to work like madmen paying off a 
too-large mortgage, we will con- 
tinue to struggle with the disadvan- 
tages of renting. thank you.

A family beach house 


for a summer retreat 


Off the south shore of Long Island lies small, pencil-thin Fire Is- 
tand—the delightful beach site of many a young New York family’s 
summer cottage. Here is one of them: designed by Norman Cherner 
for a family of four, it is simply planned for informal living without 
being severe. encompassing a world of livable space in its 1,074 
square feet without being crowded. Four bedrooms comprise one 
end of the binuclear plan, living-dining room the other; between 
are kitchen, bath and utilities, with an open deck on one side, a 


screened porch on the other. Roof has practical butterfly shape. 


Locust-wood post foundation, durable and rot-resistant, acts to “float” 
house above the sand. Horizontally applied with battens, redwood sid- 
ing is both exterior and interior surfacing. At one end, brick masonry 
encloses a Heatilator fireplace opening into living room: adjacent win- 
dow panels are fixed. smaller ones above open for good air circulation

We shall, however, eschew the very 
famous operatic staples, such as 
Carmen, Rigoletto, La Bohéme, 
and enter upon the fascinating by- 
ways of operatic history. 

One of the most popular opera 
stories throughout history has been 
that of Orpheus and Eurydice. The 
earliest setting of the legend dates 
from the year 1600, which co- 
incides, roughly, with the begin- 
nings of opera as we know it. Just 


a few years later, in 1607, the great 
Italian master, Monteverdi, pro-

duced his opera Orfeo. Gluck com- 
posed his Orpheus and Eurydice in 
1762, and this work has the distine- 
tion of being the oldest opera in 
the active repertoire of today. 

The story was even parodied by 
the nineteenth-century composer, 
Offenbach, who used it as the basis 
for his popular operetta, Orpheus 
in the Underworld. But in this case 
it was given some unusual twists. 
Orpheus, instead of being in love 
with his wife, Eurydice, as the leg- 
endary Orpheus was, the hero of 
the operetta is anxious to get rid 
of her, and the feeling is quite 
mutual! She is taken to “other 
realms,” and Orpheus would be sat-

of his position, however, public 
opinion forces him to try to get 
her back again. This he does, but 
not with too much enthusiasm. As 
Orpheus sings “Eurydice has been 
stolen from me.” Offenbach has 


him quote the famous aria, “I have 


lost my Eurydiee.” from Gluck’s 
opera. All in all, Offenbach’s comic 
opera, Orpheus in the Underworld, 
is a delightful spoof of the serious 
legend. It has been recorded for 
Renaissance Reeords. with Jean 
Mollien in the title role, and with 
the Paris Philharmonic Orchestra, 
conducted by René Leibowitz. 

But to return to Gluck’s serious 
setting of Orpheus and Eurydice: 
despite my statement that it is the 
earliest opera to hold a place on 
the stage of today, we need not fear 
that it will be dull, or of interest 
only to the scholar. True, the opera 
fan who wants an abundance of 
vocal fireworks, or who is interested 
in vocal virtuosity for its own sake, 
had better look elsewhere. It was 
just such an emphasis upon the 
singers’ attempts at “showing off” 
that Gluck was fighting against 
when he wrote the work. Even as 
early as 1762, the virtuoso singer 
dominated the operatic stage: the 
composer was expected to supply 


an occasion for the display of the

A nobl- 
simplicity and sincerity pervade 
the entire work. As a result, while 
there is no emphasis upon the vocal 
gymnastics that characterize other 
operas, the music is truly beautiful 
The listener emerges from a hear 
ing of this work with a feeling of 
deep satisfaction. Epic Records has 
released a two-record album of 
this complete opera in the French 
version, with the tenor, Leopold 
Simoneau as Orpheus, and Suzanne 
Danco as Eurydice. The Orchestre 
des Concerts Lamoureux is con- 
ducted by Hans Rosbaud.

In spite of the fact that this next 
opera finds its roots in a work that 
first appeared in 1728. and would 
therefore seem to have something 
in common with the other early 
work mentioned above, it would be 
difficult to find an opera that is 
further removed in content and 
spirit than is The Three Penny 
Opera. When John Gay and John 
Rich created a sensation in early 
eighteenth-century Londen with 
The Beggar's Opera, their purpose 
was to satirize English life and to 
ridicule the then-prevalent cult for

Italian opera 
cessful, incidentally. that was 
said that the Beggar s Opera made 
Rich gay. and made Gay rich.) In 
so doing they also created the first 


Ballad Opera, since the music was 
drawn from many of the popular 
songs and ballads of the day. 
Exactly two centuries later, this 
idea was taken up by the German 


dramatist Bertolt Breelt’ and the 


composer Kurt Weill. Together. in 
their Three Penny Opera. they cre- 
ated the modern counterpart of the 
earlier work, since the story was 
realistic and satirical, and the mu- 
sie was based on the jazz of the 
1920's. Vanguard has captured the 
flavor of the original by issuing 
the opera in German, and by cast- 
ing the singer Liana (who is known 
mainly for her night-club work) in 
one of the main roles. F. Charles 
Adler conducts the chorus and 
Chamber Orchestra of the Vienna 
State Opera. A complete transla 
tion is supplied.

Q. There are rubber treads glued 

to the steps of our stairway. 
These are rough-surfaced and look 
like carpeting. but are a dull gray 
color. Can they be painted? If 
so, will the paint wear off rapid- 
lv? One more thing: if the paint 
is going to wear off, how can I 
remove the treads? E.G. 


A. Because of the flexibility of 

the rubber surface, the paint 
will scale off rapidly, Rubber, for 
this purpose, does not take paint, 
enamel or varnish successfully. The 
only way to remove the treads is to 
work them off carefully and slowly 
by forcing a putty knife or other 
flat blade under one edge. This 
is done if the adhering agent is 
glue. If it is a linoleum or tile 
cement, i is possible that the 
application of a warm iron may 
soften the cement sufficiently to 
enable you to peel off the treads. 


Q. The steps in the front of our 

house are falling apart. We 
find that they are merely a heavy 
stucco, two inches thick, over rough 
gravel and cement fill. How can 
these be repaired? If it appears to 
you that they are beyond repair, 
what would you suggest? J.R. 


A, The present setup is so flimsy 

that we would advise against 
trying to make any repairs. We 
suggest you rip out the whole as- 
sembly, lay a good four-inch con- 
crete mat as a footing, assemble 
cement-blocks in step fashion and 
stucco the outer surface. Measure 
the old risers and treads and make 
the new steps to conform to the 
measurements. In this way, you 
will come out exactly even at the 
top and the bottom. 


Q, We have a bad hot water prob- 
lem, Our water is supplied hy 
a pump from a well. a hen the 
water is being drawn, we first get 
cold water for a minute or so, then 
a hiss of escaping air, then sput- 
tering and a spasmodic flow for 
some minutes before the hot water 
runs freely. If you can figure this 
out, it will be appreciated. T.P. 


\, This is not an unusual com- 

plaint where the water is sup- 
plied by a pump. The story is that 
the pump suc ks air at times and 
introduces it into the hot water 
system, forming air pockets, Look 
to the water level in your well, or 
if you have a well-point only, it 
could be that it is not deep enough. 
Also cheek the packing the 
pump. The only way in which you 
could possibly get air in the system 
is through the pump. 


Q. Can you tell me if a portable 

workshop is available, ten by 
fifteen feet in perimeter, which can 
be unbolted and taken apart? The 
only portables | can find are made 
of corrugated steel, OM. 


\, We do not know of any stand- 

ard assembly of this type and 
measurement, but you can easily 
make it yourself. First make a 
drawing. From this make your 
front, rear and side panels of ply- 
wood over a 2 x 4 frame, so made 
as to enable you to fasten them 
together at corners with angle irons. 
Front elevation should be one 
foot higher than rear, and side pan- 
els sloped accordingly. Roof should 
have a 2 x 4 frame which will drop 
inside panels’ upper edges. Have 
you ever seen a storm-vestibule?

Q. We have a very old cherry tree 

that we have killed to the 
ground by girdling the bark of the 
trunk, but the stump persists in 
sending up new shoots. How can we 
stop this nuisance? HT. 


\, Uneovering the large roots and 
stripping their bark several 
feet outward from the stump should 


solve your problem. 


Q. Are sifted coal ashes better 

than sand for mixing into a 
heavy clay soil to make it more 
productive? If se, how finely should 
the ashes be sifted? TP. 


\. Yes, the ashes will open up the 
soil and admit more air than 

the sand would. Sifting the ashes 

through a quarter-ineh sieve will 

make them sufficiently fine. 

Is itall right to apply lime and 
commercial plant food on a 


garden at the same time? AG. 


A, No. The lime should be 
worked into the ground at least 
a week before the plant food. Si- 
multaneous application might cause 
a loss of phosphates and nitrates, 
both of which are needed by the 
plants for growth, 
Q. We have a sunny space which 
is partially flooded every now 
and then by heavy rains. Are there 
any good-looking plants which can 
withstand these conditions for a 
few years? LH. 


\, Although we cannot guarantee 

them, the chances are that rose 
mallow and Japanese iris will do 
the job for you. Both are attractive, 
strong-rooted perennials ard prefer 
moist places, 


What is the best way to sup- 


port dwarf pear and apple 


trees grown as espaliers along a six 


foot masonry wall? J.A. 


A, Set three or four horizontal 

rows of strong metal brackets 
into the wall at the heights where 
the “arms” of the trees will be. The 
bracket tips should project at least 
six inches from the wall face. String 
a heavy wire along each row to 
which the “arm” can be attached 


Q. How often should a perennial 
flower border be watered dur- 
ing the growing season? S.G. 


A, Itall depends on the character 

of the soil, the frequency of 
rain, and the kinds of perennials 
you are growing. In most such bor- 
ders, the best plan is to water often 
enough to keep the soil moist at all 


times during the growing season. 


Q. Are there any vegetables which 
can be grown on a strong but 
rather unsightly wire fenee? T.M. 


A. Tomatoes, cucumbers and pole 

beans are about the only ones. 
Do not expect them to succeed, 
however, unless the soil is well 
drained and cultivated, reasonably 
rich and in full sun. 


We want a tree that grows fast, 
well shaped, very large and 
whose lowest limbs will be 15 feet 


from the ground when mature. 5.5. 


A. A tulip tree, searlet oak, pin 
oak or sweet gum should meet 

these requirements, 

Q. Is peat moss a good material 
to mix with the soil prepared 

for house plants? GM. 


A. Yes. Practically all house 

plants respond well to this 
mixture except those which definite 
ly prefer an alkaline soil.

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Young Americans 
ARE the richest 
people in the world 


Th. idea of being one of the richest peo- 


ple in the world is not at all incongruous if 
you can visualize yourself in terms of your 
whole environment. For then you will see 


beyond your own back-yard fence and real- 


ize that wealth consists of opportunity, leis- 
ure time. longevity, all the technological 
wonders of our age and a dozen other things 
you can’t put in a safe-deposit box. 


This isn’t one of those “money-isn’t-every- 


thing” sermons. We're all pretty familiar 
with the dollars vs. spiritual values theme. 
But too few of us appreciate the “living” 
wealth that life in America offers today—the 
very tangible assets that—used intelligently 


—can add breadth and meaning to our lives. 


For example. perhaps without knowing it. 


you are rich in time—time for living 


are a young woman of thirty you can expect 
to live to seventy-six. That’s ten years more 
than a woman of thirty could expect in 1900. 
Not that the years themselves count. Nobody 
wants to be Methuselah. But it’s the way you 


use this bonus of time that counts. 


\ hundred years ago when people could

allotment of precious time? 


You can. of course. throw everything inte 
neutral so that physically and mentally your 
motor is just idling. And there's a certain 
temp ation to just do nothing. [Hs so easy to 
merely turn on TV—the workshop project. if 
any, can wait. More and more you get in the 
habit of dissipating your leisure hours in just 


watching someone else perform, True, there 


are things worth watching. but when you 
spend all your time as a spectator and never 


as a participant the riches never materialize.

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If you really appreciate the dividends of 
time, you'll see it as the opportunity for 
meaningful experience, for travel, for hob- 
bies, for family living and many other proj- 
ects like the ones shown in this issue. Leisure 
is a time for doing because in doing some- 
thing different you find the change of pace 
that brings true relaxation. Here is the 
chance to be creative—and you ean be just as 
creative walking in the woods with your chil- 
dren as you can at an easel or potter's wheel. 
The way you use time adds something to 
your life as it goes by. You are really extract- 
ing the riches from your extra time—and the 
riches can be great, even if measured only in 


terms of companionship and serenity. 


Remember, too, the young homemaker 
who uses his extra time well during his work- 
ing years need never worry about the later 
years when he retires. He will never have 
time on his hands because he knows what to 
do with it. Retirement will become (what a 
recent study in geriatrics called) a period of 
creative self-realization—when riches in time 


mature and pay bountiful dividends. 


But time is just one account you can draw 
on.

You are rich in mate- 
rial things—durable goods, homes. furnish- 
ings. mechanical equipment, and even food 
products which the technology of our times 
has made available at a price. All too often 
this is taken for granted. But count the cars, 
count the TV sets—nowhere in the world will 
you find so much comfort and convenience 


within the financial reach of so many people. 


Once you learn to visualize yourself in 
terms of your whole environment, you will 
recognize the true value of your riches in 
time, in opportunity and essential goods. 
Then to appreciate this wealth, to put it to 
work, to make it more meaningful is per- 


haps the greatest challenge of your lifetime.

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Is there a new job in your future? : 
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Help in relocation 


If you are between 25 and 35 and want a new job, this 
question must be regarded as rhetorical. Never in our 
history has the horizon been so bright with opportunity 
for young Americans as it is today—opportunity en- 
hanced, moreover, with all the blandishments industry 
and science can think of to set three odd-million young 
men and women on the move. As though lured by a Pied 
Piper, they leave jobs in Maine for better ones in Cali- 
fornia (and vice versa); migrate from north to south, 
from seacoast to lowa—anywhere at all as long as the 
prospects are likely.

Large firms growing larger are so avid for top quality 
in their personnel that they offer not only top salaries 
but a galaxy of benefits—fringe and otherwise—that 
were unheard of a few years ago.

The fact that so many Americans own their homes is a con- 
stant source of wonder to people in other lands. Most of our 
young families accept it as part of the bountiful opportunity 
Americans share. Some, however, persist in thinking that a 
home they can afford just doesn’t exist. They procrastinate 
until some future time when, they hope, they will be able to 
afford the ultimate. Others, looking at what they can afford, 
have a mental concept of the ultimate and refuse to compro- 
mise. To both these groups we say: it is possible to own a com- 
fortable home for as little as $75 a month. The house shown 
here is one example. It sells in Lafayette, Indiana (where it 
is factory-fabricated by National Homes), for $9,675; in 
other localities, price would vary slightly. On a $2,000 lot, 
the house would be available under VA or FHA financing 
with a $275 and $1,375 down payment respectively, plus 
small closing costs, and a total monthly carrying charge of 
$75. For those who think such a home entails a sacrifice of 
individuality, we have decorated it to show what a wealth of 


possibilities exist if the project is imaginatively approached. 
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Imaginative use of cabinets (Youngstown) in 
conjunction with open shelves helps create an 
eflicient and economical corner kitchen.

Later on, however, she was 


initiated into other forms of life in Amer 


ica. It happened that last summer we spent 
a few days as complete strangers in a small 
seaside resort town outside New York.

|» Stockholm, we thought and talked of 
many things which to us represent America 
and with which we wanted our girls to be- 
come thoroughly familiar. For one thing. 
we discussed American homes. because 
when they are good, they are to us the best 
in the world. We might never be able to 
graduate from an apartment in New York 
to our own house in the country, but our 
children certainly can. We remembered 
our visits to a university campus in New 
York. to others on the East Coast. in Cali- 
fornia and Texas. We would never have 
access to these centers of research and 
learning. but our children certainly would. 
We reminded each other that. as far as we 
knew. no one in America ever tells you that 
“It cannot be done.” The attitude. rather, 


is “Try it. and more power to you!” 


We like the old-fashioned Swedish custom 
of teaching your children to curtsy and 
bow to older people. We think it equally 
good to allow your children freedom. Al 
though there can be few experient “s as 
shocking to an older generation as that of 
meeting the worst exponents of this free- 
dom, they will be found all over the world 
today— certainly not only in America. On 
the other hand. it is only in America that 
you can feel as rejuvenated as you do 
through an encounter with youth and in- 
dependence. College education or not, the 
ease and elegance manifest in American 
youth is something we had never met be- 
fore. Would it not be wonderful. we asked 
each other. if our girls could grow up and 
develop under the same spirit of independ 
ence? Again and again we returned to the 
American homes we had seen. speaking 
with envy of the fact that your own home 
is within your reach so much earlier in life 
in the United States than anywhere else on 
the globe. To command space on this enor- 
mous continent is no more a luxury than it 
is luxurious to own the worksaving modern 
machines that the American homemaker 
operates with such skill. Music in the home 
is no luxury when there is room enough for 
both a Hi-Fi system and a piano. Television 
is controlled only in a limited way by the 
Federal Communications Commission. and 
our girls would see a lot of inferior pro- 


grams and get them out of their systems. In 


the meantime, television would improve 


as it has been doing since its inception. 


There are many ugly sides to life in Amer- 


. yet nothing is stale or stagnant. There 
is. for instance. the lively debate. Many is 
the time it has encouraged us to feel that 
personal problems can be solved if we will 
only approach them with a minimum of the 
honesty shown by Americans in their dis- 
cussions of what they think is still wrong 
with their lives. their communities, their 
country. This is a land of more than 170 
million people. many of whom are strong 
individualists. True, there are millions of 
Joneses and millions more who attempt to 
keep up with them. There are also millions 
of nonconformists who think differently

wilds, The youngsters. aged, respectively. 
eight and ten, were leading two sleepy-eyed 
burros with the aplomb of veteran wran- 
glers. With the ranger’s help, they had 
found one of the modes of travel which. to- 
day, are making it possible for the average 
family to enjoy America’s hidden world of 
lakes, canyons and soaring peaks beyond 
the reach of roads. They had chosen a 
burro trip, a family specialty at Yosemite, 
on which docile animals carry the load of 
food and camp gear and the travelers walk 
unburdened and at their own leisurely pace. 
The total bill for five wonderful days in 


the mountains came, in this particular case, 


to about $45.50 for the whole family. 

This family also could have chosen any 
one of a surprisingly long list of wilderness 
holidays, available wherever a packet of 
primitive land remains in the United States. 
Many. like the jeep tours in the Rockies 
and the river runs in the Ozarks and in 


Utah, are real luxury trips, with all the 


hard work done for you by professionals. 
Some leave a little more for the travelers to 
do themselves. All of those we shall con- 
sider are within reach of an average family 
budget and within the physical capabilities 
of children from six upwards. The range of 
cost is broad—all the way from $2 a day 
per person on some burro trips to about 
$12 per person on some of the fancier wil- 
derness tours. No matter which one you 


choose for your family’s tastes, you'll still 


spend no more than you would for a 
den-variety motor tour or a stay at some 
popular resort. As for the length of your 
trek beyond the roads, this is generally as 
flexible as you wish to make it. You can go 
into the wilderness on a half-day “sampler” 
trip. or go for a month or more. 

On the more luxurious trips. where the 


outfitters advise you to “just bring yourself 
and an appetite.” you'll be part of a larger 
group. This is because outfitters must have 


a certain minimum of customers in order 
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lo prov ick guides and wranglers and cooks. 
vet keep cost down to a reasonable level. 
However. you'll find that the presence of 
companions adds to the fun. In fact. you'll 
meet families who keep coming back year 
after year to vacation with friends they 
had made on the trails. On the walking trips 
and family pack trips, you need to bring 
your own camp gear, or rent it (quite rea- 
sonably) at the take-off point. In most cases, 
you'll find everything provided by the out- 
fitter— sleeping bags. cots, tents. even air 
mattresses — and a crew to do the work and 
cook your food. Naturally. it is wise to 
make reservations for most of the group 
trips. since there is usually a fixed mavi- 
mum size of the party. And because eli- 
matic conditions vary. make it a point to 
ask the outfitter for a check list of personal 
items you should bring. 

To help you choose and plan for the

Popular Pack Trips 


F. w wilderness holidays offer quite as 
much romance as the pack trip, so popular 
in the mountain regions of the West. A 
horse beneath you gives you an evxhilarat- 
ing sense of power over nature's obstacles 
and enables you to probe into the farthest 
reaches of the back country. where knap- 
sackers with their burdens cannot follow. 
You'll fish in streams no one else can reach 
and see vistas denied to ordinary mortals 

vet. vou'll do it all in solid comfort because 
the pack animals in your “string” are haul- 
ing what is, in effect, a sort of portable 
home. Pack trips. however, are inclined to 


he expensive and, unless you know how to 


go about it. you're likely to wind up with 
a bill running anywhere from approxi- 
mately $20 to $35 per person per day. 
Even on the “economy” group trips, where 
as many as twenty five persons share the 
cost, the charge rarely drops below $20, 
which means you would wind up paying a 
minimum of about $560 for the average 
family to spend a week in the wilds, 
Nevertheless, packing in with stock is the 
only practicable way to travel in some of 
the more interesting retreats of the West. 
So you must search for a way to get around 
the cost. Here's how to do it. Let's start with 
the previously mentioned minimum of $20 
a day for the traditional pack trip. on which 
everything is provided, including guide and 
wranglers and cook, This is a blissful way 
to travel, but if you're going to give your 
children the thrill of far mountain reaches 
and still not stretch your pocketbook out 
of shape. you'll have to dump a few of the 
less essential conveniences. Leaving out the 


cook will save you $3 a person per day. 


And since cooking on the trail is often half 


the fun of wilderness travel, you won't miss 


him seri- [Continued on the next page|} 
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ously. Next. lop off another dollar a day by 
putting together your own camp chores on 
the trip, saving about $1 a day for the serv- 
ices of an extra hand. Now your outfit is 
stripped down to the packer, five riding 
horses and, if you limit strictly the weight 
of your dunnage, two pack animals. You've 
cut back the cost of the vacation to about 
$12 per person per day. And chances are 
the packer will drop it another dollar or 


two if you decide to stay out longer than 


the usual week most vacationists request. 
Obviously, prices are not standard when 
it comes to setting up a pack trip; be sure 
you get things settled in detail through cor- 
respondence. Standard information you'll 
be asked to supply are weights of individ- 
uals in your party. ages. and whether they 
are skilled or amateur riders, Also. the 
packer will want to know weight of camp 
gear, food and personal luggage. Except 
for the Smoky Mountains in Tennessee. the 
areas in which you can make pack trips are 
limited to the states west of the Great 
Plains. Write to the Forest Service, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Washington 25. D. C.. 
for general information on wilderness re- 
gions. The maps and folders they will send

The cost for a family of four would be 
about $200 for the two round trips. plus an 
average of $4 a day for food. You bring 
your own camp gear (a normal outfit used 
in auto camping will do). make up your 
own food supply and do your own camp 
chores. The longer you stay. the more eco- 
nomical the trip. A vacation totaling ten 
days, for instance. would run about $6 per 
day per person. Pick your objective care- 
fully for this kind of vacation, because 
you'll want a central location, within easy 
hiking distance of fishing lakes. side trails 
or certair.of the more outstanding scenic 


spectac les you have come a long way to see. 
Through the Scenic Sierras 


Worth a special note is the unique trip op- 
erated by Archaeologist John W. Wampler 
down the 200-mile length of the John Muir 
Trail. This trek through the glacier-studded 
peaks and lake-filled meadows of Califor- 
nia’s High Sierra Range takes thirty-seven 
days. but you can join it or leave it at sev- 
eral points en route. Everything is provided 
except sleeping bags. You can rent these for 
about $3 a week. You have your choice of 
walking. with pack animals carrying your 
dunnage. or of riding all the way. The 
former costs about $10 a day. the latter, 
$18. For details, write to Wampler at 1511

Another switch on the pack trip is the use 
of burros, or donkeys, to carry the load, 
while the family walks unburdened on the 
trails. While these are available for hire at 
scattered points throughout the West, you'll 
find them most readily in the three West 
Coast states. This kind of travel is feasible 
for most families. and certainly it is one of 


the least expensive. the daily cost bei 


under $3 per person per day. Bring your 
own camping gear and food, the rent for 
the former is but a few dollars at the take- 
off point. if you prefer. You will have no 
guide to show you the way. but the popular 
burro trails are well marked and not too 


ed for the unskilled hiker. Plan on two 


rug 
burros for a family of four and a total 
weight of 140 pounds of food and gear. 
This will take care of you for as long as a 


week without returning for supplies. Burros 


have a sometimes aggravating sense of hu- 
mor and a streak of stubbornness. They're 
also gentle and lovable. The children can 
handle them with no difficulty and even 
make playmates out of them. One special 
advantage of the burro is that he can. un- 
like horses or mules, travel anywhere you 
can go afoot and live on almost any kind of 
forage. One of the best areas in which you 
could make your first trip is Yosemite Park. 
where the concession company makes a spe- 
cialty of catering to families. A day at the 
corrals will be plenty to give you the hang 
of packing and handling your animals. Buy 
maps at the take-off point. and ask a ranger 
to help you plan your route. If you want to 
“study up” before deciding, send for the 
book, Going Light With Back Pack and 
Burro, published for $2 by the Sierra Club.

It is a truism that homes are essentially a record of 
people, of their individual living patterns, their in- 
terests and aspirations, even, if you like, of their 
idiosyncrasies. It is seldom, however, that we find a 
community which proves the point as conclusively as 
Westside Village. Los Angeles. Sixteen years ago, for- 
ward-thinking builder Fritz Burns produced from raw, 
slightly rolling land a community of 800 homes, Prices 
were fantastically low by present standards: a two- 
bedroom home was $2,990, a three-bedroom, $3,495, 
both were on sixty-foot lots, both had an attached 
garage on the living-room side. Within the common 
wall a doorframe was built and thinly plastered over so 
that whatever future use the garage might be put to, it 
would have accessibility to the living room. The gar- 
age was builder Burns’ answer to the expansible home:

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simple and elastic enough to permit almost any sort of 
future exterior or interior remodeling or redecorating. 

A drive through the streets of Westside Village to- 
day gives little indication that the houses were once 
as alike as peas in four pods. Each family has added 
the stamp of individuality, of their own particular 
tastes and needs. In one house the garage may have 
been kept and continued to form a second story for 
children’s quarters (you can almost tell how many chil- 
dren are in a home by the type and size of each addi- 
tion): next door the same garage may have become a 
spacious family room with a handsome bay window 
which replaced the garage door. New siding, porches, 
roofing, windows have been added to approximate ar- 
chitectural styles as varied as colonial and early south- 
west ranch, Whether a family follows gardening as an 
exciting hobby or a necessary chore is all too apparent 


in the front-yard flowers and greenery.

Proof that the houses are unusually well-suited to 
family living is the fact that in many cases the original 
families are still in them. Instead of going to new sub- 
urbs and larger homes, they have stayed in Westside 
Village because it is near familiar schools, business 
districts and shopping centers. Most of the homes here 
were sold to young couples, whose children are growing 
up together in an atmosphere of comfortable comrade- 
ship. The community has become an interesting cross- 
section: people in many professions may live in the 
same block—a moving-picture director, a fireman, an 
advertising salesman. For these reasons, it is under- 
standable that families have turned down offers as high 
as $20,000 for properties which originally cost only a 
fraction of that amount. Instead of moving, they have 
preferred, as we will see in the next six pages, to stay,

Fencing is a necessary pool safeguard in

The Peters designed a fence high enough to give privacy 


and eliminate the hazard of small children entering the 
area unnoticed. and also attractive enough to make an 
addition to the yard. Posts of 4” x 4” redwood were placed 
in three-foot holes and embedded in cement to give extra 
streneth to the fence (1). Dave, with the help of a neigh- 
bor, then installed a retaining wall to prevent excess drain- 
age from entering adjacent yard (2). This also raised 
fencing so that it cannot be water--oaked. Texture One- 
Eleven was then applied (3). the 4’ x 10% sheets cut in 
half for ea-e of installation.

and then attached to posts with aluminum serew nails (4) 


The steel subcontractor installed a webbing of steel throughout the excavated area 
to serve as reinforcement for the concrete (1).

a wise father knows— and a willing son soon learns—that 
the shared experience is one of the treasures of growing up. 
Tom and Garry Reynolds know it, and learned it, curiously 
enough. by turning weathermen. 

A litthe knowledge of the weather is more than a study of 
natural phenomena. Its a kind of balancing: the elemental 
forces of nature on one hand, and man’s patient search for 
knowledge of them on the other. Young Garry first “dis- 
covered” the weather while watching daily Weather Bureau 
telecasts. To help unravel the mysteries of high- and low-pres- 
sure areas and their movements across the country—the basis 
of all meteorological study—Tom bought Garry a series of 
weather maps and then the two of them proceeded to build 
their own weather station. The instruments they made are a 
tinker’s dream. Although hardly models of the cabinetmaker’s 
art, and despite such odd components as roller-skate wheels, 
milk bottles, funnels and a can of coffee. the gadgets do work. 

With them you can tell the wind’s direction and how fast it 
is blowing. how much moisture there is in the air, how much 
rain has fallen. the temperature and the barometric pressure. 


In predicting the weather. Tom and Garry share one peculiar- 


itv with government stations: they're wrong sometimes—too. 


A 39-cent egg-beater is the unlikely but workable basis for this 
anemometer——an instrument used to measure wind velocity.

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THE HORN OF PLENTY 


Americans eat well, but not always 


wisely. Let us not abuse the fact that the 


world is our oyster 


, ow times a day, as regularly as clockwork, America’s 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Sprat sit down to lick the platter 
clean. It’s quite a platter, too—thanks to the magnificent 
superabundance of food with which this country is blessed 
—and it’s heaped to a highness that would make Epicurus 
gasp. And, say the Sprats, why not? The United States is 
flooded with every comestible known to man and the groan- 
ing board. The world is our market place and anything we 
can’t produce ourselves we can buy. A little town in the 
the middle of nowhere can help itself to fresh vegetables 
all winter long. The day after they’re caught, Maine lob- 
sters are eaten in California, simply because they're Maine 
lobsters and the best. Maine, on the other hand, enjoys all 
the fruit of Florida and the West Coast; the interior states 
can have sea food whenever they want it, and no appetite 
in any state need ever be jaded for lack of exotic delicacies. 
From the four corners of the globe, they're all here--on 
the shelves of supermarkets and specialty shops—or, lack- 
ing these commodities, available by mail order and only a 
postage stamp away. We burgeon with fields of wheat and 
corn, rice and oats and barley; with orchards and groves 
full of fruit; with pastures full of cattle and sheep and 
plump little porkers; with streams and lakes full of fish; 
with pantries and freezers full of everything under the sun 


that is good to eat. This is our horn of plenty. We must be 


thankful for it, but never forget that in its bounty lies a 
catch, for an abundance of food is like an abundance of 
money: it is meaningless if its owner maltreats it and re- 
fuses to let it pay dividends. Voltaire once said that half 
the world starves while the other half diets, and since there 
is precious little evidence of starvation in America, we 
would seem to be the latter half. We are, of course, great 
faddists: we love to diet, and between diets, have a fine old 
time eating ourselves out of shape. 

We wouldn't throw $100 bills out the window, but we 
throw food away right and left—either by eating too much 
of it or dealing with it extravagantly: buying too much of 
it, wasting it, forgetting, through sheer laziness, the infinite 
possibilities of the leftover. Food should never be hoarded 
until it has lost all claim to flavor and nutrition, but it can 
be and should be exploited down to the last savory crumb 
whatever its guise. In fact, to the creative cook there is no 
such thing as leftovers. If the amount of food wasted in a 
year in the United States could ever be computed, the enor- 
mity of it would undoubtedly shock us profoundly. We for- 
get the abandoned salad greens, the discarded peelings, the 
scorned bits of meat and chicken and the soup-worthy bones 
that, in a thrifty European household, would come to new 
life in a delectable pot au feu—a dish celebrated in the 


American kitehen only by its rarity. Not only is the obvious 
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waste shameful, but the waste of the man hours, the sun- 
shine, the rain, and the science that were required to pro- 
duce, say, one perfect, short-lived lettuce. If this sounds a 
bit like reading the Riot Act, it is not: it is simply a plea 
to the housewife to recognize the responsibility she must 
shoulder if she is to be a good cook and a thoughtful one. 

Children must be taught to eat what they are given, and 
all of it. A wise mother brooks no nonsense: she knows her 
child’s capacity and sees to it that it is neither neglected nor 
overindulged, just as she keeps her husband pleasantly, 
healthfully fed without running up a grocery bill with all 
the earmarks of the National Debt. Keeping a wary eye on 
food fads (and they are rife), she must sustain her family, 
not as fatted calves, but as complicated mechanisms that 
require constant surveillance and more than a little titilla- 
tion. Eating dull food is like reading a dull book—a waste 
of time for all hands around. 

To be a successful housewife is, admittedly, as great a 
responsibility as to run a bank or to be a good doetor. 
Every conceivable form of appliance is at hand, however, 
to lighten the task, and if necessary, a good job can be done 
with nothing more than the basic range and refrigerator. 
Thoughtful preparation and wise consumption will then 
produce the dividends, moneywise, healthwise, hidden away 
in our horn of plenty, and its treasures will have received 


the one tribute they demand above all: respect. 
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The following chart and recipes for leftovers are 
based on the premise that not only bounty but lack 
can inspire inventiveness in cookery. Almost anyone 
can stuff a turkey, one way or another, but it took 


an artist to think of making soup from a steak-bone.

An investment in three 19- 
cent dime-store thermometers 
can eliminate the high cost of 
a precision instrument. Add the 
readings of each and divide by 
three to get a reasonably aceu- 
rate temperature. Always hang 
outdoor thermometers out of 


the rain and away from the sun 


Fit dowel into arrow at balance point. Drill 1-inch hole 
through top and halfway through bottom of base. Secure skate 
wheels over each hole with 3 large-headed screws. Force dowel 
attached to arrow through holes of wheels (bottom of dowel not 
touching wood base, arrow just clearing top of base). Glue dowels 
in holes around top of base and tack on directional letters. Mount 
according to compass, off ground, free from wind obstructions 


Run serew through anemometer base into sawed-off wood 
handle of egg beater after trimming metal beaters (leaving a little 
U-shaped piece). Wax a dowel, slip through hole in top of base 
and fasten to U-shaped part with small nut and bolt. Drill holes in 
(carpet thread) spool and glue in dowels forming arms. Glue 
spool to upright dowel attached to beater.

To 
get a reasonably accurate reading, your anemometer must be cali- 
brated.

Count the number of turns the beater handle 
makes in 60 seconds. Do the same at ten miles an hour and so on 
in five-mile jumps to 40 miles an hour.

Chart the information in two columns with wind speed (read from 
car's speedometer) on one side and revolutions per minute of the 
handle on the other.

Wilderness is by no means re- 
stricted to mountains, as you will 
learn if you try one of the voyages 
by rubber raft or special river boat 
down the awesome canyons of the 
West.

Float Trips 


My vote for sheer comfort is one 
of the well-organized “john boat” 
floats down the wilderness-fringed 
rivers of the Ozarks. Although fish- 
ermen used to be the sole custom- 
ers, family groups have been dis- 
covering in recent years that the 
trips are worth it for scenery alone, 
and for the nerve-soothing experi- 
ence of a few days in the lap of 
nature where you hear no honking 
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horns or ringing alarm clocks. The 
standard craft is a long, narrow, 
squared-off boat which can float in 
about two fingers of water and can 
stand the pummeling of rocks and 
snags in the region's fast-flowing 
streams. Rates will vary with the 
outfitters and rivers floated and 
degree of comforts provided. But a 
fair average, for a family group, 
would be about $10 per person per 
day, covering the two boats neces 
sary and the services of two guides. 
The luxury of a commissary boat 
would add several dollars to the 
above. On the other hand, you 
could cut it down to as little as 
$6 a day, if you happen to have 
your own camping gear (tent, cots, 
sleeping bags, folding chairs and 
cooking gear) and if you put to- 
gether your own store of food, Av- 
erage rental of boats is $2.50 a 
day. Guides charge about $10 a 
day. An alternative to a camping 
trip is to float a river in sections. 
The outfitter hauls the boat back 
and forth each day, and you spend 
your nights in a cabin or motel. 
Most famous of the float rivers is 
the Current in Missouri, although 
if you're looking for real solitude, 
it’s better to choose one of the in- 
frequently traveled streams like 
the wild Buffalo River in Arkansas 
or Missouri's Jacks Fork. If you 
want a panorama of blazing colors 
in spring or fall, try the Illinois 
River, which winds its lazy way 
through the Cookson Hills of Okla- 
homa.

Everglades Adventure 


A strangely neglected wilderness 
is the Florida Everglades, Ameri- 
cea’s only truly tropical land. Per 
haps it is because one tends to 
write the saw-grass plains off as 
“swamp,” which it is not at all, or 
as a place full of hidden dangers, 
which is not true if you have a 
competent guide, In reality, the 
Everglades is a place of strange 
and unexpected scenic beauty, 
filled with inviting “hummocks” 
of high ground, exotic tropical for 
ests, winding rivers and lakes nev- 
er fished by anyone but the Semi- 
noles. And real outdoor lovers 
invariably are thrilled in a region 
so full of wildlife of every deserip- 
tion—midget deer as well as alli- 
gators, and even bears and foxes 
and other creatures you would nor- 
mally expect to find only in the for- 
ests of the north. 

The most comfortable tour —and 
a uniquely different one, as well 
is the trip by houseboat up the 
Caloosahatchee River from Fort 
Myers to Lake Okeechobee and re- 
turn.

Build your fire about half an hour before you begin cooking:

Prepare and truss dressed chicken: rub well with barbecue 
sauce, Chicken can be placed directly on cooking grill without 
wrapping in foil. Rub scrubbed potatoes with butter and wrap 
in sheets of aluminum foil. Slice French bread diagonally, al- 
most to the bottom crust, and cover each slice with a prepared 
garlic spread. Wrap in aluminum foil. 

Place all food (including the pot of onion soup which is 
easily prepared from one of the ready mixes) on cooking grill. 
Sear chicken on all sides and baste occasionally with barbecue 
sauce. Cover barbeeue—with dampers open to seal in juices.

A new baby’s fond relative might

that ailment, a notation telling 
whether it had been a hard case. 
the date the doctor had dis« harged 
them and, of course, the doc aer's | 
name. (If you think recording the | 
doctor's name is unnecessary, re- 
member that doctors sometimes 
move away; you might find it ad- 
visable to switch doctors; and after 
a certain age, youngsters often pro- 
gress to the ministrations of a fam- 
ily doctor or dentist.) 

I also wish | had recorded the 
date of my son’s last tuberculin test 
and the data concerning the emer- 
geney vaccination he was given in 
his late elementary school years be- 
cause of a local smallpox scare. 
This is vital, because some of us 
lose our immunity after a certain 
period of time. 


If I had to do it all over again, in | 
addition to recording illnesses and 
brief histories of vaceinations, in- 
jections, school examinations and | 
routine check-ups, | would record | 
the drugs prescribed for my chil-|
